Is charged with having killed his wife 
in their home at Delavan last fall and 
then arranged affairs 
so that her

was this morning held for trial on the 
charge of murder in the circuit court 
DV Judge •Williams, after the longest 
and most exhaustive preliminary hear- 
ing every held in Walworth county. 
The closing liours of the hearing 
were most graphic. 
The prosecution 
had prepared a replica of the alleged 
death chamber'and had it set up in 
the court room. Here the supposed 
death scene was enacted over apj°. 
the tinv kitchen, complete in all de- 
tails, being an exact reproduction of 
the Smitih home where Mrs. Smith s 
body was found 
on the 
November 
morning her husband alleges she end- 
ed her life by hanging. 
. 
The rope, the chairs, the pictures, 
the electric fixture, all were in place 
and the prisoner winced as the grim 
tragedy in his life was enacted over 
again for the benefit of the court. For 
the past six days the prosecuting at- 
torney, Charles Sumner, has built up 
one tissue of evidence after another, 
until this final scene was the culmina- 
tion of his efforts. 
, 
Detectives who had been concealed 
in cells adjoining Smith 
told their 
stories 
of alleged confessions. His 
niece told toer tale and his,eleven year 
old son told of how sorry he was for 
mamma and how he stayed home with 
her lots of times because he was sor- 
rv for her, and how he had been sent 
out to sell his mother's foair before 
she was buried.

State May Give Help. 
When asked if the survey made by 
the state - superintendent's 
deport- 
ment, which is making provision for 
survey work and which at the present 
time' has a man for_that purpose in 
part, hut which thus far has made no 
survey, .but expects to. try it out on 
some city in the near future) and as 
to his opinion of the feasibility of put- 
ting the city's survey in the, hands or 
the state, he thought principally that 
it would be well to call in a part of the 
state -help and then to go further and 
ask the best assistance available in 
the entire-country. There are amon? 
the various foundations, such as the 
.Russell Foundation, provisions made 
for conducting these surveys, 
but 
these are clottered up -with so much 
work that necessarily a request for at- 
tention could not be handled for a year 
or rnort?. Private concerns or individ- 
uals are prepared to make these sur- 
veys and are equipped to handle . the 
work efficiently. 
When asked as to the probable cost 
of the survey.
